largest pulp-mill of the Remington Pa- 
per company, about tvro rnilea below 
Ins city, was almost destroyed late last 
night by the high water, oauslug dam- 
ogei requiring about $60,000 to repair, 
and killing John Murphy, an tmploye, 
aged sixty-eight.
